WAS THE LOWEST BIDDER 


Official Announcement Made, Fellow- 


Ing an Extended Conference at the 
White House—Contractor Mutt As- 
sociate Himself With Other Contrac- 
tors to Cover Entire Field of Work. 


Washington, Jan. 28.—It was offi- 


cially announced after a conference 
at the White House that the contract 
for building the Panama canal would 
be awarded to William J. Oliver, who, 
with Anson M. Bang-, waa the lowest 
bidder in the recent competition, pro- 
vided thaj; within the next 10 days he 
associates himself with at least two 
independent constructors whose skill 
and experience, combined with his 
own, 
shall cover the entire field of the 


work to be performed under the con- 
tract. Mr. Oliver, resides at Knox- 
ville. Tenn. 


Powerful influences were brought to 


bear on the president and Secretary 
Taft to reject all bids and advertise 
for new proposals, but the president 
insisted that Mr. Oliver should be 
given a reasonable time in which to 
make a satisfactory arrangement to 
substitute some other contractor or 
group of contractors to take the place 
of Mr Banga. 


President Roosevelt took the posi 


tion that since Mr. Oliver had met al 
the requirements of the government 
it would be unjust to reject his bid or 


G.75 per cent for the construction of 
the ca.nal or even to require him to 
submit a new bio. for the con'ract 
Mr. Oliver had informed the presiden 
that it was his desire to sabmit an in 
dependent bid for the work and tha 
when the canal commission official; 
informed him that It would be neces 
sary to form a partnership with some 
Other financially responsible contra*' 
tor, they even went so far as to sag 
gest that he-^nter.jinto an agreement 
With Anson M. Bangs of New York 
city. Mr. Oliver said that after receiv- 
ing this suggestion from Chairman 
Shonts, he visited the war department 
and was Informed that Mr. Bangs 
would be entirely satisfactory to the 
government. Mr Oliver told the pres- 
ident that with this assurance as to 
the reliability of Mr. Bangs, he imme- 
diately entered into an agreement with 
the New York contractor.

he was sent by Secretary Wilson to 
find plants that will grow in similar 
soil and climate in the United States, 
writes William E. Curtis, the Chicago 


ecord - Herald's Washington corre- 


ndent. His journey was very suc- 


cessful, and he has brought back sev- 
eral valuable additions to the useful 
plants that grow in the semiarid belt 
between the Mississippi river aud the 
Rocky mountains. 


'•Rotation in crops is absolutely uec- 


essary for the life of the soil, as c\ ery- 
body knows," said Secretary Wilson. 
"You can rum a farm by planting the 
same crop on the same ground year 
after year, and it is the simplest rule 
of farming to rotate crops. That rule 
is difficult to apply in the semiaiid re- 
gions because there aie so few things 
that will grow there. We have found 
the durum -wheat to be especially 
adapted to dry farming, ami out in that 
western country, which used to be call- 
ed a desert, the farmers have harvest- 
ed between fifty and sixty unlhou 
bushels this year, but they can grow 
wheat only so long. It exhausts the 
soil after a f^, .wiops. And they can- 
not afford to'gne nature a rest and 
time to prepare more plant food in her 
laboratory because they lose the use of 
the land.

we call 'summer fallowing.' -\vhicli is 
plowing -without a crop, and it was up

Have Perfected Delicious Fruit.

After five years of patient experi 


mentnl work nnd propnpratlon \Vilhite 
has nt last brought to perfection n new 
melon whirh lie is tirinly convinces 
will make a success for California 
groovers atul which will give easteniers 
the luxury of the c-hoirest melons iu 
midwinter and even until early spring 


The new melon is obloug In shape 


and the greatest weight yet attained 
Is ten pounds and ser. en ounces. The 
rind is hard and thin and the marking 
similar to that of the pomegranate 
The deep orange colored body is mark- 
ed with stripes and splotches of dark 
green. The flesh is firm and of very 
pale green, almost white. Only a smal 
space in the center of the melon is oc 
cupiert by the seeds, which resemble 
the ordinary imiskrnelon seeds, al- 
tb&ugh slightty larger. The seeds are 
massed together iu rounded form, aud 
tbe flesh of tbe melon is much thicker 
than that of the same sized muskmelon. 


The flavor! How can that be describ- 


ed? There is more sweetness than is 
usual in niuskmelons, and there is a 
strange combination of the taste of 
pomegranates, muskmelon and a sug- 
gestion of something that reminds one 
of the Muscat grape when it is dend 
ripe. 


A movement is now on foot for the 


planting of a large acreage to the new 
fruit in the Imperial valley, and Mr. 
Wilbite believes he now nas a fixed 
type that can bo depended upon not to 
revert to tbe original factors. 


The experiments of 'SVilbite at Riv- 


erside, where most of his propagating 
work has been carried on for several 
years, have convinced him that the 
new product w^ll have a marked effect 
on the melon market of the future. 
Tbe vine does not die until killed by 
the frost and it throws out a series of 
fruit .blossoms during the season that 
means a continuous maturing of mel- 
ons.
